Annual Pasture Crops. 


The results of four years experi- 
ments conducted with annual past- 
ure crops at the Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, Alberta, indicate 
that neither wheat nor barley are 
equal to oats as an annual pasture 
and that two bushels of winter rye 
oer acre outyield all other annual 
‘rops tested. Late maturing vari- 
“ties of oats such as Banner or 
Victory will produce much more 
pasture than early maturing sorts 

A mixture of oats and peas gavea 
good yieid per acre but will not 
-tand grazing as well as oats and 
rye or Oats and rape. A mixture of 


‘[two bushels of oats and ten pounds 


of rape per acre provides a good late 
fall pasture. A mixture of wheat, 
oats and barley does not yield as 
well as straight oats, while the for- 
age produced is not superior to oats 

Winter rye, when seeded in the 
spring makes a particularly high 
yielding and high quality 
annual pasture. If after pasturing, 
it is left over winter, it will provide 
early pasture the following epring. 

Spring rye appears to be about 
the same as barley and wheat in 
productivity. While this crop may 
have aplace in the drier portions 
of the prairies, there appears to be 
no reason for growing it in prefer- 
ence to other cereals under con- 
ditions of soil and climate similar 
to Central Alberta, 

Rape gives a high yield of green 
herbage but, because of high moist- 
ure content, does not contain as 
much dry matter as oats It pro- 
vided palatable, succulent pasture, 
high in protein and nutritious. 
Rape is not injured by frost, and for 
that reason, like winter rye, makes 
an excellent fall pasture, 

The millets are not satisfactory 
annual pasture crops They make 
a slow growth in the seedling stage 
and are hence unable to compete 
with weeds, They are also very 
subject to frost injury and are thus 
unsuited for fall pasture 

The three most suitable crops for 
annual pasture are oats, winter rye, 
and rape, either alone or in mixtures 
—oate and rye or oats and rape 
Rupe seeded in rows and cultivated 
produces the heaviest yield with very 
little waste in pasturing

Human Hearts Revived 


|} Are Made To Function Normally 
After Death 

A new machine in which human 

hearts are revived after death and 


made to resume their normal blood- 
pumping function was demonstrated 
before the American College of 
Physicians, 

Dr. William B. Kountz, of Wash- 
ington University, described how he 
had brought more than 100 hearts) 
back to normal functioning after 
they had ceased heating in the hu- 
man body for as long as six hours 
and induced them to again take up 
their rhythmic beating. 

He described the device as differ- 
ent from the “glass heart” developed 
by Dr. Alexis Carrel, Rockefeller In- 


' stitute Nobel prize winner, and Col. 


Charles A, Lindbergh. The Carrel- 
Lindbergh device acts as a pump to 
carry nutrient solutions to a piece 
of tissue to make it continue living, 
Dr. Kountz declared, 

In the Washington University ap- 
paratus, however, the heart is the 
pump which forces blood through a 
system of pipes and reservoirs simi- 
lar to those of the body, and a re- 
cent modification makes it possible 
for an entire liver, kidney or other 
human organ to be connected to the 
artificial circulation so that its be- 
havior may be studied in ways not!

In the smaller types of easily 
grown flowers are the alyssums, 
They are white and dainty and use- 
ful for edging. These will grow in 
partial shade and make excellent 
edging plants. Portulaca’ is also 


recommended, It is a spreading plant 
with bright yellow, red and pink 
Wax-like flowers. It thrives in bright 
sunshine and dry soil, and requires 
little care. In the latter category 
also. come nasturtiums, marigolds, 
calendulas and petunias, 

Zinnias, giant, medium or dwarf 
size, offer a range of bloom that the 
busy person can plant with certain 
satisfaction of a big display of bloom, 
These, except for the tiny affair with 
close button-like flowers, are large 
plants, The bigger ones will make a 


height of 18 inches to two feet or 
more. Colors cover a wide range 
from dull red, bronze and yellow to 
bright red and pinks.

Canada, 
Experienced gardeners often muke
